Can you stop your car within 
115 feet at 40 miles per hour 
speed ? 

At 40 miles per hour, you 
travel 59 feet per second. Think¬ 
ing distance is 44 feet, and brak¬ 
ing distance 71 feet, or a total 
of 115 ,before you finally stop. 

This tabulation of averages 
gives a stopping distance of 166 
feet at 50 miles per hour, or 74 
feet per second. Thinking dis¬ 
tance is 55 feet, braking distance 
111. At 60 m.p.h. the stopping 
length is 226 feet. At 30, it is 73 
feet. 

The moral of the statement is 
that motorists should learn to 
know their stopping distances at 
various speeds as well as they 
knew the multiplication tables in 
school days. 

The California Vehicle Code 
says that at 40 miles per hour 
the stopping distance is 148 feet; 
at 35, 113 feet, at 30, 83.3 feet; 
at 25, 58 feet.

Red Tags Will Be Handed 
Hou.seholders V i o 1 a t ing 
Clean Up Regulations 


No Laundry Marks Used 


A new schedule and regula¬ 
tions governing garbage and re¬ 
fuse collections was announced 
yesterday, with city officials de¬ 
claring that complete cooperation 
by the public is urgently neces¬ 
sary if the city is to continue 
the service of garbage, rubbish 
and trash removal. 

Simultaneou.sly, it was an¬ 
nounced that henceforth house¬ 
holders who neglect to take in 
their garbage cans and can boxes 
within 24 hours after collection 
will be handed a red ticket, or 
“.summons.” It will then be neces¬ 
sary to take the ticket to the 
police station and to explain the 
reason for not removing the cans 
and boxes. If the ticket-recipient 
can offer no valid reason, the 
city will discontinue collecting his 
garbage and refuse and the 
householder will be required to 
hire some other collection agency. 

Garbage collections will be 
made east of Baldwin avenue 
every Tuesday and Saturday and 
west of Baldwin avenue Monday 
and Friday. Garbage must be 
placed on curb in tightly-covered 
receptacle on pickup days by 7 
a.m.
